But 
very few escaped, and ten dead Boers 
were picked up in the morning near 
Heilbron.

The receipts are greater than those 
in the same reriod of the previjous 
year by $2,681,137 and the expendi-

way of the Landicg. A great many 

freighters are on the road to the 

Landing and beyond. Freight is be- 
ing delivered from Edmonton at Peace 
River Crossing in large quantities this 

winter. The H. B. Co. freight * for 

Peace river and the treaty supplies are 
going in this way. Also the miil ma- 
chinery of the H. B. Co. for Vermilion, 
and for the Roman Catholic mission at 
Peace river. The Roman Catholic mis- 
sion authorities are also taking in two 
sinall steamers, one for Lesser Slave 

lake and the other and larger one for 

Peace river. These will be freighted in 
on the srow. Mr. Bredin met fully 

150 teams loaded with freight between 

Edmonton and Lesser Siuve lake. At 

one stopping place on the Landing 
, road 35 teams put up for the night, 

and he met as many near the Landing. 

The trail is very well supplied with 

hay. Baled hay can ‘be secured at the 

Landing and also at ‘the mouth of 

Baptiste Creek, a few miles above the 

Landing. The next hay is at Moose 

river 100 miles further west, where 

Donaldson and Parclay heve a stop- 

ping place. At the east end of Lesser 

Slave lake ™. Lilac has plenty of hay 

and along the shores of the lake the 

half-breeds and Indians have hay for 
sale. There is plenty of snow and the 
trail is good on the ice of the rivers 
and lake. A winter trail has been cut 
all the way from the Athabasca to 

Lesser Slave lake, along the Lesser 

Slave river, so that when the ice is 

bad as it frequently is, travel is not 
suspended. 

John Fraser and party did good 
work on the portage trail from Les- 
ser Slave lake to Peace river last sum- 
mer. Hei ‘widened out the trajl 
through the timber and bridged the 
worst places for about 75 miles from 
the lake. There remains about 25 
miles yet to improve bdfore Beare 
river is reached. This piece of road 
includes the crossing of Heart river, 
which requires to be bridged. Mr. 
Fraser also cut out a part of thefwin- 
ter trail along the Lesser Slave river 
already mentioned, on his return jour- 
ney to Edmonton. 

The weather was mild at Peace rive; 
and Lesser Slave lake during most of 
ithe) winker., but coadiderable sph 
fell, and about New Years it was over 
two feet deep. Early in January 
a strong chinook fowered the snow to 
about a foot in depth. About Jan- 
uary 23rd a cold snap set in which 
continued for some three weeks and 
was very severe. 

Crops were good on Peace river last 
season, both at the Crossing and at 
‘Vermilion. A letter from Sheridan 
Lawrence dated Vermilion, December 
3rd, said that he was threshing then. 
Crops were good. Some grain was 
frozen but would make good bacon. He 

kad killed 19 hogs that averaged 440 
pounds dressed, and was fattening 32 
more to kill in January. In the set- 
tlements albove the Crossing A. 
Brick, Wm. Carson, the Roman Catho- 
lic mission and the St. Germain broth- 
ers had from forty to sixty acres of 
crop each. Mr. Brick has 75 acres 
ready for seeding next spring. Mr. 
Bredin purchased 7,500 pour of flour 
from Mr. Brick this winterh The 
wheat was grown last season “and was 
ground in W. H. Carson’s mill at the 
Crossing. ‘This mill was  formerlyr 
owned by a Mr. McKenzie. The flour 
made good bread, At Lesper Slave 
lake the crops were also good, but 
were not on such a large scale. One 
settler, a Frenchman, has 600 bushels 
of oats. Potatoes end other veget- 
ables were good at all points at which 
they were tried. Af Spirit river, south 
of Dunvegan on Peace river Mr. 
Bremner has a stock ranch. and farm, 
and had good crops last season. On 
Grand Prairi®, stil) further south Bred- 
in & Cornwall have a small experi- 
mental farm of about three acres at 
their trading post. They grew wheat 
oats and vegetables very successfully 
there last season. Last season w: as 
exceptionally favorable, however, be- 
ing 2 specially good year for berries. 
Settlers are heginning to find their 
way to Peace river. A. McRae, from 
Vancouver, and three men from We- 
taskiwin, are going in this winter to 
Peace river, G. McLeod, who came out 
from Spirit river last fall is return- 
ing with his family from “ttawa to 
reside there permanently. 

Fur is plentiful throughout the 
Peace river district, and rabbits are 
numerous, making good times for the 
Indiaas.

“The car shortage,” Mr. Scott said 
in speaking to a reporter of the Free 
Press, ‘means that thousands of bush- 
els of wheat here wil! be valueless 
when the spring thaw sets in. The crop 
this year has certainly been an en- 
ormous one and. railway companies 
have been taxed as they never were 
before, but that should only nake the 
situation the more carefully gone into 
as crops in the future certainly will 
be as large and larger. What is want- 
ed and what this province must have 
to keep: up with the progress and 
growth are ranch railway lines all 
over it. Any government that will in- 
duce railway companies. to build 
branch lines no matter if it requires 
our money as farmers to dio it, will gei 
the support of the whole community. 
no matter what party. No more strik- 
ing instance of what the railways are 
to Manitoba can be given than the 

past year and the blockade that now 
aaieks is making farmers and grain 
men think very deeply that .the time 
has come to demand a change in the 
way in which things are being run by 
the railways.”

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THE KING V8. BULLOCK. 


The supreme court was opened, by 
His Honor Mr. Justice Scott, on 
Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock. Charles 
B. Bullock, in the dock, charged with 
the murder of L. Stainton. C. deW. 
MacDonald appeared for the crowa 
and J. C. F. Bown for the defence. The 
following gentlemen composed the 
jury; T. Daly, F. Knight, H. Long, 
G. Sutherland, G. Sparling and J. Mc- 
Pherson. 

In the opening address to the jury 
the crown dwelt on the seriousness of 
the, charge poiniting out the awful 
punishment in the event of the accus- 
edj being found guilty. The leading 
facts connected with the finding of the 
body of L. W. Stainton, showed that 
Bullock was in the neighborhood, shart- 
ly jboefore the discovery! The 
mother would give evidence to prove 
that the body found was that of the 
said Stainton. The crown went on to 
show that among the personal posses- 
sions found in keeping of the accused 
were articies which could be proved 
to be the property of the deceased. 
It would show further that Bullock 
andj Stainton had worked tbgether, 
that they had intended going to Al- 
berta in order to take up !and, it \will 
‘be shown that they proceeded to Cal- 
gary and also left there in comrany, 
and further that a man was known 
to arrive at Ponoka with Bullock and 
that these two ,men went to Bullock’s 
house. The prosecution will endeavor 
to prove that the prisoner gave money 
to the Bullock family while at the 
time he could not possibly have had 
much, if any, money in his possession. 

As there are some twenty-five wit- 
nesses to be called the bench, having 
conferred with the jury and counsel, 
decided to hold evening sittings each 
alternate evening. 

The first witness called was Sergt. 
Kemiss, N. W. M. P., who deposed he 
was stationed at Macleod and that 
being instructed had examined thie 
register of the American Hotel for 
certain names and had cut therefrom 
two pages now produced and identi- 
fied. 

Sergt. H. Hetherington, N. W. M. 
P., sworn, stated that in June last he 
was stationed at Wetaskiwin. That 
op the 9th June Mr. Thos. Phillips 
called on him and as a result of (on- 
versation Le bad wired to Ooroner 
Sharp, at Lacomjbe, On the follow- 
ing day ke (Hetherington) had gone 
with*Constanle Firth to the ranca of 
Phillips. That on the arrival of 
the coroner preparatioas for an in- 
quest were made, to be held on albody 
which had been found lying in a bluff 
about one hundred and eighty yards 
from the house of E. K. Bullock. The 
body was lying so that the top of the 
head was exposed and was only par- 
tially covered. I inspected the body 
before the inquest, which was held on 
the Tuesday morning, and was pres- 
ent during the proceedings. The body 
was unearthed by me in the presence 
of the jury. The exposed portion of 
the head was bare, there were no in- 
dications of  decompjsitian. The 
trench in which the body was found 
was about six inches deep. On tak- 
ing up the body I cut the coat Gown 
the ‘back and cut off three portions 
of the collar bearing the maker’s 
name. This is in my possession (pro- 
duced). The other portions of the 
coat were taken up by we on thef9th 
August. The sergeant discribed all 
the details in connection with the ar- 
ticles of clothing found on the body, 
all these or portions thereof being ex- 
hibited. Some are specimens, a spool 
of thread, a small instrument and 
sundry other articles were found in 
tthe pockets and’ are mow in court. 
The witness noticed traces of blood 
on the side of the head and twotlchots 
behind the ear. The house of Mr. 
Bullock was visited and an autoharp 
in a red ‘bag was precured. 

Court here adjourned until 2 o’chock. 

Examination of Sergt. Hetherington 
resumed at 2 p. m. Constables Firth 
and Mott with Mr. Phillips assisted 
me to exhume the body which was re- 
interred the followirg day in the We- 
taskiwin cemetery. An order to ex- 
hume the body was procured from the 
coroner. Mir. Smith, of Kalamazco, 
Mich., with me examined the face and 
head. Some hair which was in the 
coffin was gathered up, dried and se- 
cured. (now produced). The face was 
gtill in a condition to be recognized by 
anyone acquainted with the deceas- 
ed. A “post mortem” was held by 
Drs. Braithwaite and Robertson, Was 
present durirg the examination and 
saw the bullet, (now produced) ex- 
tractedi from the skull. The bullet 
was washed and weighed. An infor- 
mation was then sworn before Supt. 
Congtahtine, Great Falls, Montana, 
and Aspen, Wyoming, were then visit- 
ed. Returned to Great Falls in Octob- 
er. The accused was arrested on Fri- 
day, Nov, 2nd. First saw the prisoner 
at Rainbow Falls, avout 6 miles from 
Great Falls, When first seen, and 
when arrested, the prisoner was work- 
ing on the railroad. he chief «a! 
police at Great Falls made the arrest 

with me, The accused was asked if 
his name was Stirling, he replied it 
was; he was then told to get in the 
rig as he was wanted in town. He 
was taken to the police station, a 
charge was made before a magistrate. 
On beirg asked as to occupation accus- 
ed stated he was a painter and sign 
writer. He was then told that he was 
Cc. B. Bullock, wanted in Canada for 
the murder of L. Stainton. Accused 
replied “I left him in Canada; he ismy 
‘best friend.” Prisoner was then 
moved to county jail, where I_saw 
him, searched; the articles found on 
him, being subsequently handed to me. 
The accused having agreed to forego 
the extradition formalities, left with 
me for Canada four days after the 
arrest. All the articles belonging to 
the prisoner, such as clothing, blank- 
ets, two valises with contents and a 
machinist’s hammer were secured and 
are now in court. The hammer, now 
produced, and found in the bunk of ac- 
cused. is stencilled L. W. S The re- 
volver shown, was, when taken from 
valise, fully loaded. The box contain- 
ing 18 cartridges the same size as ex- 
hibit M. were aiso found in valise. 
Some patent buttons, branded “Wash- 
burn" were amongst the articles as 
well as two purses, some letters and 
other papers. Two phidtios, one of 
which is recognized as that of Mrs. 
James Smith, Kalamazoo. Ten photo- 
graphs with the words, “to my friend 
Joe” signed Leor. The cloth cap now 
produced was given to me, by the 
coroner, at the inquest. 

Court then adjourned until 7;30. 

Examination of Sergt. Hetharing4 
ton resumed at 7;30 p. m. The hand- 
writing in letter and on envelope 
identified as that of the accused. Ths 
bullet taken from the brain of the 
deceased was weighed, for compari- 
son at Graydon’s drug store. 

Cross examined by H. H. Robert:on; 
Had no conversation with Bullock go- 
ing from. police station addressed the 
accused as Sterling, he admitted that 
was his name. Swore he did not say 
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that is the name I go by here. Said 
he did not want his wife to know 
where he was. The wife was trying 
for a divorce. Asked Bullock how 
clothes could be identified. H» said 
there was a fancy dress suit im a4 
valise. Did not tell me there was a 
revolver in one of the valises. Flound 
the masquerade dress at the bottom 
of one of the valises. The trousers 
were in the large valise. Did not tell 
me where the hammer was. Discrib- 
ed generally where the articles were. 
Dr. Sharpe was the only medical prac- 
titioner present at the inquest. The 
bluff where the body was found would 
be about 25 yards through, At the 
inquest the corpse was measured and 
was about 5 feet 101-2 inches. di 
stated that the corpse was rigid. Did 
not’ make any incision in the body. 
There were trousers on the corpse, but 
cannot say what size. The body was 
ewollen. There was dead grass on the 
sod on top of the grave. ‘ihe edges of 
the sod were clean cut. At the in- 
quest the coroner did not mark any 
of the clothing. Did not take any 
of the things tound on the body, to 
the States, they were left with the 
mounted police, Edmionijn. The 
clothes were. seaied up some days «.f- 
ter they were taken from the body. 
The coat was out drying for two or 
three days’ None of the other ary 
icles were outside. Did not gf to 
the State of Michigan, but was in Ne- 
braska. Hunted up the part accused 
came from. Did not hear any hing 
against his character. Said at the 
preliminary that the corpse appeared 
to be that of a well nourished man. 
Am mistaken about the hair, there 
was some hair on the head when first 
seen, but am, certain there was none 
on the top. The skin was still on the 
top of the head. At the inquest the 
body was stripped of all clothing. 
Stated at the inquest that the brain 
was liquid and that one eye was Yone. 
Remember distinctly that there was 
a gash on one side of the mouth. fThe 
face was discolored. There were from 
sixteen to eighteen men living in the 
“bynk-house” at Great Falls. Did not 
show the accused the articles se- 
cured. but took him sone of the cloth- 
ing which he required. Accused did 
not see the trousers until he saw them 
in the courts. Did not find a finger 
ring on the hand at the inquest. The 
hammer and small scraper are the 
enly tools found. 

Dr. E. M. Sharfe, sworng Am a 
medical practitioner and coroner re- 
siding at Lacombe. Was at E. K. 
Bullock’s place in June last for the 
purposer of holding an inquest on a 
body next morning. Walked to Bul- 
lock’s in company with Sergt. Hether- 
ington, amd visited the spot where 
the body lay. Paced the distance 
which was about 180 yards, northeast 
of Bullock’s house. The ‘body was 
found in a bluff of willow and poplar. 
We found a grave in the centre of the 
bluff. Some willows were lying on 
top of the grave, under the willows 
the grave was covered with sod. On 
each side of the grave there were 
marks showing that sod had ‘been 
lifted. At one end of the grave the 
top of the head was exposed. After 
the jury had been empanelled noticed 
that some animal had been scratching, 
and saw some light hair mixed with 
earth extending about a foot from 
the head. The coat collar was expos- 
ed leaving ose of the suspenders in 
view. When the body was uncovered 
it was on its face. The excavation 
was about 10 inches deep. The head 
was somewhat decomposed, the rest 
of the body was in a good state of 
\jpreservation. Samples were taken 
from the various articles af cloth- 
irg aind given to Hethdringtcn for 
safe keeping. All the clothing, with 
the exception of the foot gear, was 
taken off the body. Several pieces of 
quartz, some matches of United States 
manufacture, some thread, a metal 
tag. an instrument like a dental tool 
and a revolver cartridge were ‘found 
in the pockets. They were entrusted 
to the sergeant. There was no hair 
on the right portion of the head, the 
skin was broken, a portion of the skull 
and some of the muscles were expos- 
ed. There was a bruise behind ths 
right ear. Under the left ear there 
was blood and a hole, such as would 
be caused, by a bullet, Theire wajs 
also a second hole behind. On prob- 
ing I found that the posterior one ex- 
tended to the brain cavity. Either of 
the holes being caused by a_ bullet, 
wpuld, cause deaith, The nose was 
flattened) and the face ewollen and 
would be difficult to recognize.

Do not remember the 
two names C. B. Bullock and Stainton 
registered in the first book. Remem- 
ber the party whose name is written 
on the top, C. B. Bullock, Ogden. It 
was written by the prisoner. He said 
he had come on the north train and 
would remain until the next morning. 
When. he came in said he had been 
here a few days ago and would pay 
for supper, bed: and breakfast. Asked 
me to go to the bar and have a drink. 
Said he was from Michigan, was a 
machinist and married, and that the 
rest of the family lived up north. He 
had ‘been there but did rot like the 
country. Was going to the C. P. R. 
shops at Calgary for work, If he 
could not secure it wouid go to Mac- 
Ieod and perhaps to the Kootenay. 
The next day said he could not get 
work, would pay for his ‘board until 
next morning, then would go south 
by train. He spent money at the bar, 
but not more freely than. many others. 

Cross examined by Mr. Bown; Two 
or three dollars would cover the 
amount expended by the prisoner. 

William McDonald, sworn; Am C. 
P. R. agent at Anthracite. Was in 
Calgary in ‘April and May last. Was 
in) the ticket office. It is the cus- 
tom to issue special tickets to in- 
tending settlers, on the © & E, rail- 
way. Mr. Toole issues an order bear- 
ing the names of the parties. These 
orders are handed to me, and I take 
a receipt on the order. Excepting in 
the case of a rush, al! the yarties 
would be asked to sign. The order 
now shown was in favor of L. W. 
Stainton and C. B. Bullock. On pre- 
sentation to me I issued two second 
class tickets to the persons named in 
the order. Saw one of the parties sign 
the name L. W. Stainton. The tickets 
were for Ponoka, April 26th, and were 
issued for the train going north that 
mornirg. The} numfoer of the order 
would be on the ticket. All tickets 
are returned to the passenger depart- 
ment, Montreal. 

Cross examined by Mr. Bown; A 
ticket issued under Mr. Toole’s order 
would be an ordinary railway ticket 
and might ‘be transferred to another 
party without detecticn. 

Thomas Phillips, sworn; Live at 
Battle lake, about half a mile from 
the residence of E. K. Bullock. Live 
with my father ©. B. Phillips. Know 
that the body of an unknown man was 
found on my father’s place. Was pres- 
ent at the inquest. Saw the grave 
two days befere inquest was held. Was 


in the bluff where the body was 
found. some time in the fali after 
snow. /Was hunting cattle. There was 


vothing in the tiuff at that time-to 
attract attention. Was at the actual 
spot where the body was found. At 
the inquest the body was measured 
ny Corp. Hetherington and mysellf. 
Measure was first taken with a piece 
of string which was afterwards meas- 
ured with a 3 foot rule. Think the 
bod'y was on its back when measured.

Returned to the Bul- 
lock house on the following Monday.
